Charles Scharlau NZOI demonstrated equipment and techniques 
for ARDF (that’s Amateur Radio Direction Finding - we used to 
call it Fox Hunting). Charles participated in the US ARDF 
Championships in Atlanta a few weeks ago, and has been 
invited to be on the US team for the international championship. 


Pictured with Charles is the horizontally polarized, omnidirec- 
tional antenna for two meters, with the orange and white “control 
flag” hanging below. The green box on the floor is the transmit- 
ter and control circuitry.
